Just three minutes after a tele- 
phone message recently summoned 
the Richmond city fire flepartmcnt to 
the Payne home, on Estill avenue, ex- 
actly one mile from the station. Stone 
Maupin climbed from the truck, di- 
rected the hose and was plajing a 
stream of water upon a blaze in the 
roof of the building, which was ex- 
tinguished with a loss of less than 
$10. 

This run was made on . Irvine 
street, a detour being necessary, ow- 
ing to the rouph condition of Main 
street, and consisted of turning 
around the piles of -'stoue in the 
street near the entrance to the fire 
department, traversing a hill at the 
start, negotiating the' hill further 
east, makinfj two tui-ns, also a com- 
plete stop to let a passenger train 
pass and then another start and a run 
for the burning: building, all of which, 
summed up, is some record, to say the 
least. It is doubtful if this perform- 
ance has been beaten in this state, or 
any other, as for that, and one who 
casually observes the action of the 
firemen does not i-ealizc the .service 
as it is being presented here. This 
fact came as a surprise to thr. Mau- 
pin himself, as well as Mose Nelson, 
who caught the truck as it wes leav- 
ing the depai-tment, after the bell 
had sounded the alarm. 

The time would have been a trifle 
shorter, had it not been for the ob- 
stinate lefusal of a citizen in ringinp 
the fire bell before the start, whic> 
necessitated Mr. Maupin leaving ^hi.- 
seat and perfoiTning this necessary 
sci-vice before tlie start could bf^ 
made.
